Bu t this gign ess in Eisen how er's character 
is all ihe m ore apparen t when it is con trasted 
with the pettin ess of d ay-to-d ay statem en ts by 
the profession al politician s arou n d him. 
The P resid en t’s critics, in an d ou t of the party, 
hav e been qu ick to ju m p on him for failin g d i­ 
rectly to silen ce W iscon sin Sen . Joseph R Mc­ 
C arthy. This is the old “L et’s-yo u -an d -h im -fig h t” 
n eed lin g. 
Bu t tim e an d time again the Presid en t has told 
his press con feren ces th at he w ill n ot in d u lge 
in person alities. This is n othin g m ore than the 
cod e of an y gen tlem an . Perhaps a little mor« of 
this in politics wou ld d o n o harm . 
The Presid en t has ad m itted lhat he isn ’t m u ch 
of a politician . He has ev en gon e so far as to say 
th at he is n ot v ery m u ch of a partisan . The tim es 
are too seriou s, he said , to in d u lge in extrem e 
partisan ship. He cheerfu lly ad m its that there 
m u st be D em ocratic su pport to en act part* of 
his program . 
This m ay hav e cau sed n u m erou s Repu blican 
politician s to throw' d own their papers an d stam p 
on them . Bu t it is m eat for the in d epen d en ts, w’ho 
are am on g tn e m ost in telligen t an d d iscrim in atin g 
v oters in Am erica. 
As for w hat this program of his is. the P resi­ 
d en t has said repeated ly that he w an ts it to be 
good for the Un ited States an d good for all Am ­ 
erican s—R epu blican s an d D em ocrats alike. 
He w an ts to em phasize the positiv e aspects of 
his program . He says the cou n try m u st go for­ 
w ard on spiritu al, cu ltu ral an d in tellectu al a* 
wail as econ omic thin gs. N egativ e thin gs d o n ot 
prom ote the happin ess of people, he d eclare*. 
On the n egativ e aspects of hu m an rights an d 
civ il liberties in v olv ed in thi* great issu e of 
com m u n ism in gov ern m en t, the P resid en t h at 
shied aw ay from the w itch hu n ters an d align ed 
him self w ith the m ore d ecen t elem en t of the 
people, w ho are in terested in protectin g the d ig­ 
n ity of the in d iv id u al. 
The P resid en t has appealed to the Am erican 
sen se of ju stice an d fair play. He said that ev ery ­ 
on e accu sed of bein g a secu rity risk shou ld hav e 
the right to face his accu ser an d fu ll opportu n ity 
to establish the falsity of an y charges again st 
him. 
The P resid en t has said that he him seif n ev er 
u ses the w ord “su bv ersiv e” in con n ection w ith his 
secu rity program . He calls all people separated 
from gov ern m en t serv ice u n d er his ord er “se­ 
cu rity risks.” He says that n o on e shou ld be 
charged wd th d isloyalty or su bv ersiv e activ ity 
u n less it is prov ed in a cou rt of law'. 
On the gen eral in d ictm en t of the Democratic 
P arty as bein g “soft tow ard s com m u n ism ” an d 
“the party of treason ” ov er 20 years, the P resi­ 
d en t has said th at su ch charges are n ot on ly u n ­ 
tru e bu t u n w ise. 
In d isa ssoc-iatin g him self from others m his 
own party who hav e in d u lged in su ch extrem e 
statem en ts, the Presid en t takes the high grou n d . 
He leav es the low road to others. 
This is fin e as far as it goes. It leav es on ly on e 
small d ou bt. That is how fast an d how gen erally j 
the P resid en t’s exam ple can con v ert m an y others 
in his own party to the ethical stan d ard s which 
he has set for him self.
